A man of wide business and fra­ 
ternal connections, Mr. Bender had 
a host of business and personal 
acquaintances in Adams county and 
beyond its borders. 
Word of his 
death was received with a feeling of 
distinct loss by hundreds today. 
Mr. Bender was born In Adams 
county, about two miles east of here 
along the Hanover road 
He a t­ 
tended Fairview school in Straban 
townsliip and later moved to tire 
present John W. Mellhenny farm 
at Bender’s bridge, a mile from here 
along the Harrisburg road. 
From 
there Mr. Bender operated a milk 
route in Gettysburg. 
He was a son of the late John 
and Lucinda (Llnard) Bender, of 
Adams county. 
Entered Furniture Business 
Mr. Bender entered the furniture 
business in Gettysburg in 1898 with 
hlr first place of business being lo­ 
cated on center square at the pres­ 
ent location of the state liquor store. 
J'wo years later he entered the un­ 
dertaking business 
His place of business was moved to 
the first block of Baltimore street 
and then he later purchased the Wa­ 
bash hotel building in the second 
block and conducted his furniture 
store and undertaking business from 
that address. 
In 1922 the furniture business was 
sold to R W. Went*, but the un­ 
dertaking office was retained in Hist 
building until Mi. Bender purchased 
Hie former J. L Butt home cm C ar­ 
lisle street 12 years ago and re­ 
modeled it. 
He continued In that 
business there, being Joined by hie 
son, J Milton Bender.
